In 1926, the Coolidge Ad- 
ministration decided another tax 
reduction was in- order, rather 
than doing something about the 
debt. The inheritance and gift 
taxes were virtually repealed. 


In 1928, the Coolidge Ad- 
ministration and Congress again 
reduced-taxes and on Dec. 14, 1929 
— while the nation teetered on the 
brink of financial chaos — another 
income tax reduction was passed. 

Those five major tax reductions 
in the face of unpaid federal in- 
debtedness were primarily made 
to the wealthiest Americans. 

That totaled $35 billion in tax

days — while state and local taxes 
were being forced up almost 300 
percent, in part because of a 
decline in federal services, and an 
unwillingness of the federal 
government to face our problems. 


While these federal tax reduc- 

tions were being voted, more than 
a million farms were foreclosed. 
.We had the money to please the 
wealthiest of our. citizens,-but not 
the money to help farmers in great 
need. 
—Because we refused to reduce 
the national debt substantially, too 
much: federal money went to pay 
interest rather than help the peo- 
ple who were out of work or who 
had other great needs. 

Cong. Keller made the point that 
these flawed polities led to the 
Great Depression 

The theory that helping the 
wéalthiest of Americans will 
ultimately benefit all Americans 
did not work in practice. 

The idea that itywas wise just to 
ignore the federal debt, and let so- 


meone else pay for it eventually,’ 


turned out to be a policy of folly. 
There is a familiar sound to all 


of this. 


Will we learn from history? 


Since that time, questions have 
been raised by concerned 
township residents as to the effect 
on them in terms of dollars versus 
services.

5. Take a ride on a bus, if your 
children are to be bus riders.

What disease do 5 million 
Americans have and don’t know 
it? 

The answers to this and other 
questions are available through

diabetes classes. 

Diabetes now affects more than 
11 million Americans. Approx- 
imately 125,000 persons in the 






- Metro-East area alone are af- 


flicted with this disease. 

About half of this popula’ % 
cording to the National Institute of 
Health, does not know it has 
diabetes. Left undiagnosed, 
diabetes can lead to such serious 
complications as blindness,+ 
kidney disease, gangrene, heart 
attack and stroke. 7 
For those people interested in 
learning more about this disea: 
diabetes classes are being offered 
free to the community on Monday, 
July 21, and Tuesday, July 22, in th 
Wiesman Room at SEMC from 7 
p.m. to 9:30 p.m. 

Classes will feature a registered 
dietitian who will discuss nutri- 
tion; dining out; sweeteners and 
meal planning using the ‘‘ex- 
change system.” 

Speakers will include Carol 
Henrichs, a registered nurse and 
diabetes educator at SEMC, who 
will provide a general overview of 
the disease including symptoms, 
management and complications; 
and Mike Weaver, an SEMC phar- 
macist, discussing insulin and oral 
antidiabetic agents. 

“There is still no cure for 
diabetes,’' said Henrichs. 
“However, its complications can 
be greatly reduced by early detec- 
tion and careful management and 
control of the disease. 

“Probably there is no other 
disease in which it is as important 
that the patient be taught all the 
factors involved in its manage- 
ment and treatment. 

“Patients, their families and 
friends should understand that 
diabetics have to continue treat- 
ment all their lives, and that they- 
must abide strictly by everything 
taught to them.”

“There are several first-aid 
essentials you should keep around 
the house,”’ said Mike Roets, a na- 
tionwide retail drug chain 
spokesman,

e Aspirin or acetaminophen to 
reduce pain or fever. 
eSyrup of ipecac, sometimes

poisoning occurs. Ipecac is taken 
with water to cause vomiting. 
There are instances where ipecac 
is not advisable — consult your po- 
sion control center or first-aid 
chart. 
e@Fever thermometer, either 
the traditional glass type or the 
newer ones with digital-readouts. 
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handle most emergencies, but it— 
pays to be prepared. The time to- 
run out and buy adhesive strip 
bandages is not after you cut your 
finger,” Roets said.

Droplets may be big advance in easing pain 


Packaging anesthetic drugs in 
microscopic ‘envelopes’ for a 
longer-lasting effect in patients — 

ary technology devis- 
at the University 
of Illinois at Chicago (UIC) and 
University of Miami — is being 
commercially developed by Ana- 
quest, a division of the $3.5-billion 
BOC Group. 

‘The firm's immediate applica- 
tion of the method will involve 
manufacure of methoxyflurane as 
a local anesthetic that physicians 
can inject in patients to alleviate 
pain following surgery. However, 
under its agreement with Pharma- 
Logic Corp. — the company found- 
ed by the UIC and Miami scien- 
tists Anaquest will’ maintain 
rights to use the technology 
generally with other analgesic and 
anesthetic drugs. 

The technology, known as 
microdroplet drug administration, 
involves encapsulating drug par- 
ticles in microscopic ‘‘envelopes”’ 
that resemble the membranes of 
human cells and are injected in a 








patient. 
The drug; instead of being 
released quickly into the 


bloodstream, slowly leaks through 
the walls of the envelopes, causing 
a sustained effect in the im- 
mediate area of the injection. 

KResearcners Anthony 
Kirkpatrick, an anesthesiologist in 
the University of Illinois College of 
Medicine at Chicago, and Duncan 
Haynes, a pharmacologist at the 
University at Miami pioneered the 
breakthrough. 





They successfully packaged 
dropléts of methoxyflurane in the 
envelopes, thereby turning what 
had been a gas used as a general 
anesthetic for surgery into a local 
anesthetic whose effects.can last

Their discovery not only pro- 
vides physicians with an advanc- 
ed, inexpensive method for reliev- 
ing patients’ chronic pain or the 
pain that ‘accompanies surgery or 
trauma without. hindering the 
healing of the wound, but has 
wide-ranging implications for the 
entire field of pharmacology. 

If various drugs can be packag- 
ed and injected into patients in.a 
fashion similar to methoxyflurane 
with the same long-term effects, 
the results could be improved drug 
therapies for cancer, inflam- 
matory disorders and other condi- 
tions, the scientists said. 

In fact, experts familiar with the 
new technology indicate that it 
might be applicable with up to 
one-third of the drugs listed in the 
“Physician’s Desk Reference.”’ 





A recent announcement by the 
U.S. Patent Office that it will issue 
a patent for the technology--has 
opened the way for Pharma-Logic 
Corp. to begin negotiations with

Because methoxyflurane does not 
seem to slow the rate of healing, it 
can be injected directly into the 
surgical incision, giving hours of 
pain relief. 

“Patients who have had ab- 
dominal surgery ‘need to breathe 
deeply to avoid developing 
pneumonia, but . postoperative 
pain makes it difficult to heed this 
advice,’ Kirkpatrick stated. 

“If we could give them long- 
lasting relief with one injection of 
methoxyflurane, they could take 
deep breaths without discomfort 
and greatly reduce the risks of 
dangerous side effects like 
pneumonia.”” 

Injectable methoxyflurane may 
someday prove useful, on the bat- 
tlefield or at emergency sites as a 
way. to abate the suffering of the 
wounded — a potential that has 
caught the attention of the U.S. 
Defense Department.
